3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The 
specification contains several grammatical and idiomatic errors. Careful revision is 
required. . 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1-4 are indefinite in failing to recite positive methods, e.g. "mixing". 
Careful revision of the claims for spelling and grammar is also suggested. 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 1-4 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Dubanchet et al in view of Christensen et al. Dubanchet discloses a sausage product, 
e.g. salami or sausage, to be cooked (col. 1 , lines 20-23). An animal fat replacement 
product is included therein and is composed of olive oil, milk protein, water and 
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optionally, polyphosphate. The meat product including the fat replacer is cooked. It 
would have 

been obvious to include vegetable protein, starch and a preservative in the meat 
product of Dubanchet since these components are conventionally included in preparing 
low calorie meat and sausage products, as evidenced by Christensen et al (col. 10, 
lines 59-65 and col. 24, lines 6-30). Further, vacuum encasing of sausage meat in 
preparation of a sausage product to be sold to consumers is conventional. Finding the 
optimum processing parameters would require nothing more than routine 
experimentation by one reasonably skilled in this art. Additionally, new food recipes 
which involve addition of common ingredients or for treating them in ways which differ 
from former practice do not amount to invention because it is not disclosed that no one 
else ever did what applicant did. Applicant must establish a cooperative relationship 
between ingredients which produces a new, useful and unexpected function ( In re 
Levin , 84 USPQ 232). 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Born and Carroll et al show ground meat products including 
various additives.
